( anon City, C olorado, Ort. 4 (API.—One of the bloodiest prison 
mutinies in the nation’s history, which claimed the lives of seven 
guards and at least six convicts, took place at the Colorado state 
penitentiary here this morning when the four ringleaders of the up­ 
rising committed suicide. 
Barricaded with more than 150 other convicts in cell house No. 
three, surrounded by troops and police, and hopelessly outnumbered, 
the ring leaders first killed a wounded comrade and then Ared bullets 
through their own brains. 
The other convicts then surrendered and were marched out of 
the cell house just at sunrise. 
The mutiny left in its wake a list of 13 known dead and as many 
wounded, some of whom may die. 
Four of the dead were prison guards, disarmed and slaughtered 
in cold blood, inside the ceil house, to emphasise the convicts’ de­ 
mands for freedom. Warden F. E. Crawford, who declined all of­ 
fers to parley with the embattled prisoners, was wounded during one 
of the attacks on the cell block. 
National Guard troops and police from four Colorado cities fired 
more than 7,000 rounds of ammunition into the convicts’ stronghold 
during the night. The battle was marked by two attempts to dyna­ 
mite the cell house walls, one blast breaking all the windows but 
failing to effect a breach in the masonry. 
The hero of the dynamiting attempt was a Catholic priest, the 
Rev. Father Patrick O’Neill, who carried the bomb to the foot of the 
wall under cover of machine gun fire. 
Three guards were killed at the outbreak of the rioting yesterday 
and four more daring the night. 
Another guard was found this morning stark mad front horror. 
He had seen his companions die under the convicts’ fire and had bern 
told he would be the next to meet his fate. 
Three of the ringleaders were found dead in the cell where Danny 
Daniels, who led the rioting and who acted as executioner of the 
guards, had killed himself. Powder burns on their temples bore mu­ 
tes Unto ny to shots fired at close range. 
The floor of the cell house, which last night served as the ex­ 
ecution chamber of four unarmed guards, wa* slippery with blood. 
The bodies of two of the men were found in the cell house bound 
hand and foot.
